MADISON, Wis., Jan. 13.—A large

The legislature of 1911 was right- 


ly cautious in gra,nting to the in- 
dustrial commission very much dis- 
cretionary power in dealing with ex- 
ceptional labor conditions. Instead, 
rigid rules were laid down respect- 
ing child labor, women's hours of 
employment, and other similar sub- 
jects. But in the administration of 
these laws the commission has found 
a variety of conditions in different 
industries that seem to call for great- 
er elasticity. In the enforcement of 
tbe women's . labor 
law. for in- 


instance. it has been found that there 
is a wide difference between the light 
work on a rural telephone with fre- 
quent periods of rest and the nervous 
strain at a city switchboard. Inhar- 
monious provisions in the law have 
also come to light, such as an hour 
for -dinner in the women's law and 
only half an hour in the children's 
law. 
In respect of these and simi- 


lar matters It would seem to be ad- 
vantageous to make the law more 
flexible 
by 
authorizing exceptions 


froni the strict letter of the statute 
aa 4t present laid down in every case 
where the commission shall find on 
public bearing the requested modifi- 
cations to be within the spirit of the 
la* and not prejudicial to the health- 
of tne employes to be affected by it. 
The law may be permitted to stand 
as it iff but the legislature should 
now, in view of the known methods 
of administration emploj'ed -by the 
commission and the marked success 
that has attended them, consider the 
wisdom of authorizing greater oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of discretion 
in clearly exceptional cases.
